A YOUNG CONVICT. 


An Eleven-Year-Old Boy Sent to the Peni- 
tentiary for Life.

A Prohibitionists Views, 

Mr. FE. P. Howell has written quite a lenghty arti- 
cle against prohibition, He endeavors to show by 
statistics furnished by extreme anti-proliitionists, 
that the law wherever adepied has jinjured the 
people both-morally and materially. 

To prove thetruth of his as:ertion, he institutes 
a comparison between the progress of Maine under 
prohibition, and Missouri under license. I do not 
think. apy man will question thai the great west- 
ern State of Missouri has increased in population 
much more. rapidly than the New England 
State of Maine. Immigration has been very 
large to all of the western states, not only 
from Europe, but from the New England states. A 
comparison between Missour! and any of the easiern 
states would show this fact. But that the fact is 
due to prohibition isa transparentfallacy. TI have 
no doubt but that the population of Missouri has 
increased farmore rapidiy than the great state of 
New York, and many times more rapidly than 
Massachusetts, Connecticut, or even Pennsylvania 
—all of them license states. Why did not 
Mr. Howell select the great western state 
of Kansas? Kansas in 1880 adopted the prohibition 
amendment in her fundamental law. How did it 
effect the population of the state? 1 do not give 
figures compiled by some intensely partivan “Cojo- 
nel’ as does Mr. Howell, but the carefully prepared 
statement of the chief nazistrate of the state 
Governor John A. Martin’ in a speech delivered 
September 16, 1866, makes the following remarkahle 
showing: ‘‘In 15*0 the population of the state WAS 
995,036. We had peen twenty-five years in attaining 
this population. Today Kansas has not less 
than 1,500,000 inhabitants. In five years we have 
gained halfa million. In 1880 only ° fifty-five towns 
aud cities bad a population excec ding 1,000, and six 
had each over 5,00). In 1885 ninety-ore towns and 
cities each had over 1,000, and twelve had each over 
5.00. In 1880 we had only 8,838,884 acres under «}. 
tivation; in 188 we had 14,252,8l5acres. In 1880 the 
farms of Kansas were valued at only #234,178,926- in 
1885 the farms of the state were valued at $408 073.8 
44. In 1880 the assessed valuation cf 
the property of Kansas, real, personal 
and railroad, aggregated $160,891,689; in sss 
it aggregated $245,840,276. In 1880 we had only 3.104 
miles of railway; we have now 5,117 miles. In igs 
we had 5,315 schoo) houses, in 1885 we had 6,673. In 
1880 we expended $1,818,546 for the en rt of our 
common schools; in 1835 we expended Be o77 763

I find the word ““Mugwump”’ is not in Ency. 
Brit., but isin the American supplement, third vol- 
ume, page 783, Isend youan extract, giving the 
derivation and use of the word : 

“The word belongs to the Algonquin dialect of the 
Indian languages of North America and is used by 
John Eliotin his translation of the Bible (Cam- 
bridge, Mass., 1661,) to translate the He- 
brew word alluph, a leader. Eliot used it 
in sense of ‘big chief,’ a term more comprebensi- 
ble to the Indian mind than that which appears in 
the King James version, ‘duke.’ The word was 
spelled ‘mugquomp’ in the sirgular and ‘mug- 
quampeag’ in the plural, Jt appears in many places 
throughout the Algonquin translation of the Oid 
Testament, a notable place being I. Chron., 1, 51, 5; 
also Gen. 36, 15. given herewith : 

“ ‘Youg mugquompoag wunnaumonuh Esau; wun- 
naumoneh Eliphaz, montomegheunche Esau; Mug- 
guomp; Teman Mugquomp Omar; Mugquomp Ze- 
pho; Mugquomp Kenaz.’ ; 

« ‘These were dukes of the son of Esau; the sons of 
Eliphaz, the first born son of Esau; Duke Teman, 
Duke Oman, Duke Zepno, Duke Kenaz.’”’

A Lock of Hair, 
By an Ex-Rebel. 

When the federals got possession of the 
Shenandoah valley and repaired the railroad track 
andran their trains, detachments of predatory 
bands made it a business to lie in ambrsh and fire 
inte the coaches. A good deai of this work was 
done for a time by men belonging to Imboden and 
Mosby’s commands, and finaliy, to protect them- 
selves, the federals used to take along a number of 
southern citizens. S»me would be compelled to 
ride on the engine, and the others would be dis- 
tributed through the cars, thus making the chances 
even that if a volley was fired some of our own peo- 
ple would be killed. This stopped the praetice of 
ambushing trains, but not until the writer had had 
a very close call from death. 

I was scouting around Winchester. and had just 
left a farm house where I had remained all night, 
when a squadron of federal cavalry struck my trail. 
L was hounded®and dogged until mid-afternoon be- 
fore I got clear away from them, ana during this 
time I was pnt to such physical exertions that I 
was seized witha chill about 5 o’clockin the af- 
ternoon and soon became too ill to travel. I was 
then in the woods, and there I remained until next 
day at roon, a part of the time out of my. head, I 
finally got better, and partly by walking and partly 
by crawling I reached @ farm house a mile away. 
The farmer was a southern man, too old to go into 
the service, and 1 would have been received with 
all kindness but for the federals. I had scarcely en- 
tered the house when a detachment of them rode 
up to the gate, and ten minutes later I was being 
carried off as a prisoner. 

The only good feature about it was that I was 
taken for a rébei deserter instead of a spy, and my 
treatment was, therefore, far better. In three or 
four days I was allright again, and then I was or- 
dered aboard one ofthe trains and given half the 
engineer’sseat. Indeed, I was chained there, and 
when the officer who had the matter in hand left 
me he was kind enough to say: 

‘There, now, if your cursed rebel friends can flre 
intothis side of the cab without hitting you let them 
pop away!”

The prohibitionists obtained the use of the 
Methodist church, and soon after dark the ad- 


vocates of the dry side began arriving. The 
building, which has only a limited seating ca- 
pacity, was rapidly filled. The larger part of 
the audience was composed of ladies, but 
there was in the building many of the solid 
business men of the town. 

Colonel J. T. Pendleton, the Rev. C. N. 
Grandison, J. W. Lee and J. B. Hawthorne 
were invited to deliver addresses. 

Dr. Hawthorne was the first speaker, and he 
spoke for an hour anda quarter. He discussed 
every phase of the question. His speech 
elicited the greatest enthusiasm, and he was 
repeatedly applauded, 

Dr. J. W. Lee was greeted with loud ap- 
plause as he rose to speak.* He began by urgimg 
the people to register. . He called attention to 
the. necessity of voting in accordance with the 
dictates of conscience. The ballot box is the 
point at which the weal or woe of the com- 
munity is determined. No man who reasons 
can afford to vote without thought. Withont 
looking at the vote he is to cast in the light of 
duty to country, to family, to God. Let us 
analyze the ballot that some anti-prohibition- 
ist shall cast at the coming election. 

Colonel J. R. Towers says that in those 
counties where prohibition has gone into 
effect, additions to the chaingang have fallen 
off over fifty per cent. He says if the people 
desire to get rid of the chaingang in Georgia, 
let them prohibit the liquor traflic. The men 
who wear the stripes and carry the chains and 


balls are manufactured in the barroom. The 
ballot that opens. the barroom, 
fastens the chains upon the convicts, 


and deprives his family of his labor. 

In one of the northern states they have a 
test by which they determine the sanity of a 
person. They put him to dipping water from 
atrough that pours throngh a faucet from a 
barrel above it. If he continues to dip and 
does not turn off the faucet, they take it that 
he is reallyginsane. “But if he turns the water 
off, they send him home. Tried by the same 
test, many of our city governments would be 
convicted of insanity. From the barrooms the 
drunkards pour out, and the city fathers pu 
the police to dipping ont the drunkards, and 
they continue to dip and pour them into 
the lockup without making any at 
tem pt to close the barrooms? 
The prohibitionists simply propose to shut 
down the machinery where drunkards and 
convicts are manufactured. This is a short 
method for economizing time and money. By 
closing the barrooms we not only stop the 
manufacture of drunkards and convicts, but 
we save the expense of building houses for them 
and feeding them after they are made.

A LIVELY AND SENSATIONAL ENDING 


A Bailiff, Accompanied by Dr. Wickers’ 
Comes Upon the Grounds with 
an Attachment. 


The old baseball park, the ground upon 
which Henke, the finest first basemen of the 


southern league, was mortally injured, and 
upon which Purcell, Cline, Cahill and Goldsby 
made fame, was the scene of a lively and in- 
teresting event yesterday. 

On the grounds there was almost a riot. 

For several days: past ‘“‘Yellowstone Kit,”’ 
one of the most gentlemanly and popular street 
workers on the road, has been giving shows 
and selling medicine of his own patent, and has 
beon notifying the public that he would 
give an entertainment at Athletic park for the 
benefit of the confederate veterans. Not con- 
tent with announcing night after night that 
he would give the confederate veteran enter- 
tainment, Yellowstone Kit issued dodgers 
which were circulated about the city and 
county, proclaiming in large type and grandi- 
loquent phrases the nature of the entertain- 
ment. “Kit’’ is as classical as he is pictur- 
esque, and from the circular, his entertainment 
was fashioned after the ancient affairs of eter- 
nal Rome, where wrestling, foot racing, trials 
of strength, speed and endurance were promi- 
nenily the hits of the day. HatMdsome sums 
of money were the rewards in each 
trial, and the contests excited in the 
highest degree the eager curiosity of the boys, 
white and colored, and the greatest cupidity 
and zest among the country people. Kit is a 
wonderful organizer, and he had prepared an 
entertainment that was in every way an inter- 
esting and pleasing one. 

~ Early yesterday morning the streets of the 
city were filled with an unusually large num- 
ber of colored people from tne country. It 
was evident that the show had been well ad- 
vertised. Many aschool boy played truant for 
the purpose of attending the festivities at 
Athletic park, and despite the threatening 
weather, at an early hour many ple were 
wending their way to the old ball ground. 

Shortly after the breakfast hour, Yellow- 
stone Kit left his room at the Kimball and en- 
tering his open carriage drawn by caparisoned 
horses, and proceeded by his band began his 
procession. After traversing some of the 
principal streets of the city the — entered 
the park grounds, already well filled with 
men, women and children, and shortly the fun 
and frolic began. 

There were all sorts of games and races, in 
which many entries were made. Foot races for 
different distances were competed by men and 
boys. white and black. The ludicrous was ap- 
pealed to successfully by well conducted bag 
races and other handicap affairs in which the 
offorts of the competitors to gain the prize only 
increased the ludicrousness of their appear- 
ance and eri pose = and called 
for the greatest laughter dnd _ shout 
ing from the spectators. The women vied with 
each in their skill as cooks, and large and curi- 
ously shaped loaves of bread were Turned out 
from the oven, the whole process occupying an 
incredible short time, to the delight and as- 
tonishment of the lookers-on, These women, 
like the men, wgre rewarded with handsome 
sums of money in addition to receiving the 
skill of their Reindicrashc, Without going into 
detail, the whole affair was a combination of a 
country fair, a husking or baking party, a go 
around, a conglomeration of everything that 
was likely to amuse, 

And it did amuse—hugely amuse the great 
crowd. Shouts, laughter and noise, made the 
neighboring welkin ring. Kit was here, there, 
every where, lending additional joy to those 
interested. He secmed indefatigable in his 
efforts, and if his object was to please, he cer- 
tainly succeeded admirably, with the class of 
people in attendance. They gazed at him aid 
on him with an admiration, earnest and in- 
tense; they followed him about, and no mat- 
ter where he went, or for what purpose, crowds 
were at his heels. 

The object of the affair, as has been stated, 
was a charitable one, and it was seen that a 
considerable sum of money was being realized. 
Wien one considered , that the proceeds were 
not for Kit but for a worthy cause, the man 
became additionally interesting. 

Up to4 o'clock in the afternoon everything 
went well, The crowds were enormous, the 
fun fast and furious. Kit was happy. 

Butan end came to his happiness. 

Before Yellowstone Kit reached Atlanta 
another medicine man, Dr. Wickers, made 
his appearance upon the streets. Wickers 
was an easy talker, a plausable man and made 
many friends as well. as rapid sales. During 
his work, however, circulars were. scattere 
over the town in which language not at all 
complimentary was used about him. The cir- 
culars angered the doctor and securing anfinvi- 
tation he went before the grand 
jury. The visit resulted in in- 
dictments against Yellowstone Kit 
and members of his troupe charging them 
with libel. Those of Kit’s combination, who 
were then in the city, were arrested and 
when Kit arrived he too was made a prisoner. 
All of the parties, however, Were released on 
bond. Soon after the indictments were found, 
Dr. Wickers entered suit against Kit, and an 
attachment was issued. Kit satisfied the at- 
tachment by given bond, and then 
began a series of entertainments which 
have drawn large crowds. His 
big show, however, was reserved for yesterday, 
er it was interrupted by Dr. Wickers and a 

mailiff.

Kit was much outraged by the action, and 
bystanders declared used bad epithets towards 
his enemy, atthe same time drawing a pistol. 
The man’s reputation with the gun is good, 
and Wickers seemed to know it. Kit 
was placed in a carriage by Captain Mercer and 
brought to the city. 

Pandemonium then ensued. 

Men shouted, the women screamed and the 
children fled. 

Fights became general, and at one time 
it eoked as if there were fifty going for. The 
sympathy seemed divided, Kit of the show was 
uppermost, however, aud there was a general 
desire to stand by hin. 

. The fellow who had just succeeding in ob- 
taining the gold watch at the top of the greased 
pole was triumphantly coming down with it, 
when, as he reached the ground, the watch 
was taken from him; some one else then se- 
cured it, and in less than a minute it changed 
ownership a dozen times. So with the other 
things. It seemed as if the crowd intended to 
turn itself loose; it did so to quite a large de- 
free, and to the observer the scene was as 
udicrous as it was terrifying to those engaged 
in the fray. 

Kit, after his return tothe city, made ar- 
rangements to carry on his show at the usual

Viile the workmen were engaged in prepar- 
in the tent and seats, a gas- 
oline lamp exploded about half-past 
six o'clock, an the flames quickly 
communicated to the benches and fencing.
